Confeſſion ſince, he had got a Warrant to free his 
Houſe from Plundering ; this Mr. Leigh we have 
alſo taken, and, with the reſt of the Priſoners, have 
ſent to Plymouth, this Morning, in a Frigate called 
the Creſcent, by one Capt. Plunket. 

We ran a great Hazard in this Service, as your 
Honours may judge, for the Enemy lay on both Sides 
with all their Forces; Part at Plimpton and Part at 
Totneſs : But the Lord carried us along in our Way, 
and delivered the Enemies of his Truth and of our Li-

As 
in the North-Riding, where Sir Hugh Cholmley 
hath carried himſelf very bravely, giving "(= ay De- 
feats to the Enemy near Malton ; and on Monday the 
fixteenth of this Month, joining his Forces to Sir Mat- 
thew Boynton, they fell upon Col. Slingſby at Giſ- 
brough, where they defeated him and GO orſe and 
Foot with him, that had done much Spoil in the North- 
Riding; they wounded and took Col. Slingſby bim- 
felf, with 140 other Priſoners ; killed a great many, 
and recovered 200 Arms with the Place. Amongſt 
the Priſoners, taken by Sir Hugh Cholmley at Mal- 
ton, and here at Giſbrough, it is ſound that a 
great Number are Papiſls; and indeed the Strength 
of the Enemies will be found to conſiſt much of Papiſts, 
and popiſbly affefted, the cg" 4 Newcaſtle granting 
his Commiſſions, fer raiſing Men, to Papiſfts for the 
moft Part. I have beard, of late, of Commiſſuns 
granted to twelve Recuſants of theſe Parts, whoſe

walks the ſame Ways in other Places, as well as here; 
which Courſes have ſo advanced Popery, as J bear, 
that in Vork, where many Recuſants are ſettled, Maſs 
is ordinarily ſaid in every Street; and ſuch Afronts 
offered to the Proteſtants and the Miniftry, as few 
dare reſort to Church.

fuſed, the Aſſault began, wherein his Men carried 
themſelves with great Reſolution ; for the Town was 
fortified on all Sides, furniſhed with two Braſs Sakers, 
and manned with 1500 Soldiers, yet they Fre an. 
Entry indwo Hours Fight. There were not loft on both 
Sides above forty Men, but he took four Colours, and 
500 Priſoners, of which fix are Commanders; and, 
with the Priſoners, they took many Arms, the Sakers, 
and all the Munition they had, which was not much.

Reſolution and Valour ) was to ſecond the firſt Body of 
Horſe that charged, and be performed what he was 
commanded with Readineſs and Succeſs, TI may truly 
ſay, that after the ſecond Charge, our Men had little 
elje to do but to purſue a flying Enemy; which they did 
for many Miles.

Mr. Whitlocke ſays, That Mr. Pymme died the 2 


latter End of May; but the Proceedings of Parlia- 
ment fince that Date, as well as the above-recited 
Orders, evidently prove this to be a Miſtake. This 
Memorialiſt aſcribes Mr. Pymme's Death, chiefly, 
to his exceſſive Fatigue in the Service of Parlia- 
ment. Lord Clarendon ſays, He died of the 
Morbus Pediculoſus ; and, after the higheſt Com- 
mendation of his Abilities, and the heavieſt Cen- 
fure of his Actions, concludes with ſaying, That 
as, during his Sickneſs, he was a very ſad Spec- 
tacle, ſo that none were admitted to him who had 
not concurred with him, it is not known what his 
laſt Thoughts and Conſiderations were b. But 
Mr. Raſhworth ſays, * The Report of his dying of 
the Diſtemper before-mentioned was not true; and 
that, for public Satisfaction therein, his dead Body 
was for ſome Time expoſed to, and viewed by, ma- 
ny Hundreds of People : The true natural Cauſe of 
his Death ſeeming to be the great Pains he took, 
Joined with a competent old Age, and at beſt but 
an infirm Conftitution.” He. alſo gives us a long De- 
claration of Mr. Pymme's, ſetting forth the Grounds 
and Reaſons of his Conduct in Parliament which 
he had cauſed to be printed and publiſhed ſome Time 
before his Deceaſe.
